In the Adamello region our detachments, with 
great gallantry, have wrested from the enemy 
Mount Stabe! (2,868 metres), and completely re- 
occupied the Cerno di Cavente (3,401 metres), 
on which the Austrians had partially succeeded 
in establishing themselves on the 15th of June 
last. The enemy left many dead on the terrain 
of the struggle, and numerous prisoners in the 
hands of our men, who also captured many 
arms and a large quantity of war material 

On the remainder of the front there were only 
artillery actions at intervals, more intense in 
Camonica vailey, in the Pasubio region, on the 
Asiago plateau, and to the east of Montello. 

Macedonia.—in the evening of the 18th inst 
and during the night of the 18th-19th the 
enemy, after most violent returns of fire ex- 
tended along large portions of the front, 
attacked our positions to the west of Hil! 1050. 
Our troops firmly upheld the enemy's thrust, 
and, counter-attacking, obliged him to retire 
in disorder. 

Ailbania.—On the heights of Mali Siloves, in 
the bend of the River Devoli, our small parties 
in advance post operations forced enemy de- 
tachments to withdraw 
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main to the south-west of the Asiago, inflicting 
losses on the enemy, and capturing fourteen 
men. Yesterday at dawn our patrols raided the 
enemy positions on Mount Asalone, capturing 
fifteen prisoners and one machine gun. The 
activity of both artilleries kept generally mode- 
rate. Only in the Adamello region hostile 
were very active, frequently shelling 
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July 6th we have carried out 
raids against the enemy positions 
the Asiago.
